This Notice is pursuant to section 5-14-040 of the Municipal Code of Chicago. 

 
 

THIS IS NOT A NOTICE TO VACATE THE PREMISES. You may wish to contact a lawyer or 
your local legal aid or housing counseling agency to discuss any right that you may have. 

 
Under the City of Chicago’s Keep Chicago Renting Ordinance, if you are a qualified tenant, you have 
to right to receive a $10,600 in relocation assistance if you are asked to leave your unit, or receive an 
offer to renew your rental agreement for at least 12 months. If you receive an offer to renew your 
rental agreement and are a qualified tenant, you have the right to reject the offer and receive $10,600 
in relocation assistance. 

 
If you are eligible as a qualified tenant and the owner fails to pay you the relocation assistance that is 
due, you may bring a private cause of action in court under the Keep Chicago Renting Ordinance.
